1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
prior art does not teach or suggest a compartmented container as set forth in 
claim 1 . Specifically, the prior art does not teach or suggest a compartmented 
container having a heat-seal layer formed of components (A) and (B), wherein 
Component (A): a propylene copolymer composed of propylene and ethylene 
and/or C 4 -s a-olefin, which gives such a specific ratio of the amount of elution 
measured by the temperature rising elution fractionation method (at temperatures 
ranging from 0°C to 140°C with o-dichlorobenzene as a solvent) that the ratio of 
the amount of elution at 0°C to the whole amount of elution is not less than 
1 5wt% and not more than 40wt% and the ratio of the amount of elution at 60 °C to 
90 °C to the whole amount of elution is not less than 5wt% and less than 1 5wt% 
and Component (B): a propylene copolymer composed of propylene and 
ethylene and or C 4 -s a-olefin, which gives such a specific ratio of the amount of 
elution measured by the temperature rising elution fractionation method (at 
temperatures ranging from 0°C to 140°C with o-dichlorobenzene as a solvent) 
that the ratio of the amount of elution at 0°C to the whole amount of elution is not 
less than 2wt% and not more than 15wt% and the ratio of the amount of elution 
at 60 °C to 90 °C to the whole amount of elution is not less than 20wt% and not 
more than 60wt%. The closest prior art is Saito et al. (US 2004/01 371 77). Saito 
does not specifically disclose the specific ratio of the amount of elution of the 
components A and B of the heat-seal layer as measured in instant claim 1 .

Additionally, according to the data set forth in Table 5 of the Declaration of 
Toyoaki Suzuki dated 16 December 2010, it is clear that the composition that 
forms the heat-seal layer of the instant claims is chemically different from the 
composition that forms the heat-seal layer of Saito given that the heat seal layers 
of the instant claims provide a broader range of heat-sealing temperatures 
available to form the weak sealed portion.
